Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest a process for fractionating a crude C 4 fraction comprising 
butanes, butenes, 1,3-butadiene, C 4 -acetylenes and 1 ,4-butadiene wherein a gaseous side stream 
from a first extractive distillation column is feed to a first side column to separate into an 
overhead stream and a bottom stream wherein the overhead stream comprises C 4 -acetylenes and 
is condensed at the top of the column and the bottom stream comprising solvent is returned to the 
extractive distillation column. 

Also, no prior art of record discloses or suggests a process for fractionating a crude C 4 
fraction comprising butanes, butenes, 1,3-butadiene, C 4 -acetylenes and 1 ,4-butadiene wherein a 
bottom stream from the first extractive distillation column is cooled by indirect heat exchange 
with the crude C 4 fraction and the bottom stream is condensed and returned the first extractive 
distillation column and a liquid or a substream of the liquid from the first extractive distillation 
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column at a theoretical plate, which is one or more theoretical plates below the point at which the 
gaseous side stream is taken off and the liquid is heated and/or vaporized by indirect heat 
exchange with the bottom stream from the first extractive distillation column and the heated 
and/or vaporized liquid is then returned to the first extractive distillation column at the same 
theoretical plate or above, wherein the theoretical plate from which the liquid or liquid substream 
is taken off being chosen so that the energy requirement for the first extractive distillation 
column is minimized.
